
 
       Notice to Part D Plans 
Request for Links to Coverage Determination and Redetermination Forms 
 
CMS has posted a model form (“Request for Medicare Prescription Drug Coverage 
Determination”) to assist Part D enrollees in asking their Medicare drug plans for a coverage 
determination (including an exception request).  Use of this model form is optional.  The 
instructions that accompany the form instruct enrollees to first contact their Medicare drug plan 
to find out if the plan has its own form that it prefers enrollees to use when requesting a coverage 
determination. 
 
To facilitate the use of the Part D plans’ coverage determination and redetermination request 
forms, we are asking each Part D plan to submit links to its coverage determination and 
redetermination forms so that we can make the plans’ forms available on the same websites 
where the CMS model coverage determination request form is posted.
